Many  of  the  flowering  plants 
and  all  of  the  ferns  may  be  moved  in  the  spring  as 
well  as  in  autumn.  Several  of  the  early,  spring  flow¬ 
ers  may  also  be  transplanted  successfully  during 
summer  after  the  blossoming  se  ason. 


HARDINESS.  There  is  no  class  of  plants  more  har¬ 
dy  when  once  established  under  natural  conditions  of 
soil,  moisture  and  exposure,  aud  none  so  much  ad¬ 
mired  as  these  rapidly  vanishing  natives  of  our  wood¬ 
lands,  prairies  and  swamps.
